Author defends ‘Nine Lies...’ 


'To the Jorusntem Post Literary Editor 

Sir, — I am baffled by 8 number 
of inaccuracies In a veview of my 
book, "Nine Lies About America,” 
by Dr. Arthur Steinberg (your 1s- 
sue of October 20). 

The book jacket makes quite 
clear that I am on ‘the faculty of 


the University of Massachusetts as 


Lecturer in Politics. I waa a free- 
Jance journalist. 

Nowhere do 1 gay that Left-Li- 
beral intellectuals wish President 
Nixon and Vice-President Agnew 
re-elected. Chronologically I couldn't 
have gaid it. 1 wrote the book in 
Summer, 1971; it was published in 
April, 1972, when there was no 
certainty that Agnew would be the 
candidate. In any case, I never 
sald what your reviewer saysI did. 

Dr, Steinberg refers to Edward 
Bpstein as with the “Wall St. Jour- 
nal.” My book makes !t quite clear 
that Epstein is with the “New 
Yorker" magazine. 

Your reviewer refera to ‘“Har- 
vard's Charles Reich." Where did 
he get that? Dr. Reich, author of 
“The Greening of America,” is on 
the Yale University Faculty of Law. 

There {3 such an undercurrent 
of ill-will in this review that I can 
only believe that the inaccuracies 
described above are a natural con- 
comitant to the misinterpretation of 
my book in general. ΑΒ an example 
of ill-will, I refer to the malign 
sentence — “one wonder whether 
he may have used footnoting mere- 
ly to pad the: book.” Dr. Chatm 
Rapheel, the distinguished writer, 
said in αὶ review that “Mr. Belch- 
man draws effectively (and with 
vast learned footnotes) on a whole 
Tange of thinkers from Burke %o 
Talmon.” Is it not 8, most blatant 
use of argumentim ad hominem 
to say that I might be using foot- 
notes ‘to pad my book? My book 
hea been widely reviewed in the 
American end British pregs and {t 
has teen criticized quite sharply 
by some reviewers, but no one has 
had the effrontery to suggest that 
Tm using footnotes to pad ἃ book. 


A reviewer lina a right to say Τὴν 
footnotes may be Irrelevant hut to 
atlribute a dishonest inotive to the 
use of footnctes as your reviewer 
has done — is that not an act 
of injustice to a school, no matter 
how minor hin scholarly accemplish- 
ments may he?

The dustjacket of Dr. Beichman’s 


book states that he “has written 
and... has reported from all the 
continents.” It docs not say that 


he toas a free tance journalist. It 
also atates that he “is a lecturer 
in politics at the University of 
Massachusctts," but not that he is 
a full-time faculty member of that 
university. 


Dr. Beichman cites numerous quo- 
taHons from such men 88 Dr. 
Charles Reich, Dr. James Cheek 
(President of Howard Univeralty), 
Professor Bertram Gross of Hunter 
College and many others. He changes 
these liberal inteNectuais with mak- 
dng statements that “Amerika” is 
becoming Fascist. He also states 
thet Prof. Herbert Marcuse, the 
most-often-quoted representative of 
this group, is caJling for a revolu- 
tion againat the existing capitalist 
system (p.201). Further, Dr. Beich- 
man provides an “ ‘explanation’... 
that the system will not be changed 
unt? it fs somehow exploded from 
within” (p. 205), amd also that 
many ‘of these same intellectuals 
felt “it was hotter to vote for 
Nixon than for Humphrey, because 
os prestdent, Nixon will bring 
fascism to America sooner" (p.

Let us then assume that the lay 
public was belng largely conalder- 
ed. A goal of this sort would have 
entailed, to begin with, writing of 
an appreciably different calibra. But 
It would still not justify putting 
the reader to what must be a not 
inconsequential outlay, for which, 
quite bluntly, he is not going to 
get his money's worth. Years have 
passed since the demise of Klaus- 
ner and Tcherlkover, and the 
scholarly world will have long since 
perused and supplemented the writ- 
ings of these eminent Jewish his- 
torlans. The ordinary reader, how- 
ever, may not be aware of the fact 
of thelr passing, or, if he is, he 
may infer from their inclusion in 
this compendium that theirs is the 
latest word on the specific aubjects 
treated by them. He will be un- 
aware in ali likelihood of the ap- 
preciable increments to our Know- 
ledge in the immensely {mportant 
sphere of epigraphy, let alone the 
archaeological data pertaining to 
the period. It must be recalled that 
works such as Frey's corpus of 
Jewish inscriptions and Tcherlko- 
ver's own collection of Jewish- 
Egyptian papyrology were begin- 
ning to be properly assessed, firat 
{n the late ‘fifties, after both these 
personages had departed from the 
scene. not have included Pro- 
fessors enahem Stern or Yigal 
Yadin of the Hebrew University's 
present staff or, for that matter, 
Blias Btckermann and Solomon Zeit- 
lin of Columbia and Dropsle Uni!- 
versities, respectively, in the United 
States? Why no epigraphiste such 
as the Hebrew University’s Baruch 
Llfshitz or France's Louis Robert?

QR more edition of ‘The World 
History of the Jewish People" 
series haa been presented to the 
English-reading public. Massada has 

issued a presentable and, ag 


far as it goes, highly readable 
volume, this time on the Hellenistic 
age. There is the usual high techn!- 
eal gtandard in the printing as in 
the fine, good-sized illustrations, 
whether of photograph or map, 
although more will be said further 
on about the latter. The four scho- 
lars who cover the period — all 
Israelis — need no introduction to stu- 
dents in the field. They are: the late 
Professors Victor Tcherikover and 
Joseph Kisusner and the work's 
editor, Abraham Schalit, presently 
of emeritus status, and Professor 
Michael Avi-Yonah, still associated 
with the Hebrew University of Jeru- 
salem. The former three have also 
been associated with the University, 
Abraham Schalit having retired 
fairly recently. 


Serious questions 


After saying all this, some serious 
questions must be raised concerning 
this volume. The firat and most 
serious one: how is one to explain 
the appreciable time leg between 
publication date (1972) and that of 
the majority of the offerings — spe- 
cifically those by Klausner and 
Tcherikover — which must by now 
be at least two decades old? Al- 
though the series was aimed on the 
one hand at the interested general 
reader, both the series' original dec- 
lJarations of purpose (see: “At the 
Dawn of Civilization,” 1964 and 
particularly its Hebrew counterpart, 
1968), as well as the volumes’ for- 
mats and detailed presentations in- 
dicate beyond a shadow of doubt 
that a professional audience was 
equally the target.

This cut-and-dried attltude is one 
with which Nilagon in his classic 
study of Groek religion would tend 
to take issue, while Tarn in his 
“Hellenistic Clvilization” (third re- 
vised edition, 1959) adopts ἃ simi- 
larly modified stand. 


Objective factors 


In his analysis of the “objective 
historical factors’ underlying the 
collapse οὗ the forces arrayed 
against Judah Maccabee, Avi-Yonah 
states inter alia that the Seleucid 
monarchy against which Judah 
fought was “like all absolute king- 
doms lacking a written conatitu- 
tion," and was entirely in the hands 
of an autocratic ruler with rivals 
constantly striving to seize power. 
Frankly, what part a lack of writ- 
ten conatitution would play in this 
reapect remained unclear to us. AS 
for the autocratic sovereign aspect, 
Is this not, when all is sald and 
done, true of all atrong states, 
anclent or modern? Does this factor 
detract from their strength? While 
admitting the disruptive tendencies 
inherent in the conatant throne 
rivalries, 1s it not true that Judah 
did defeat regular, well-trained 
armies placed in the fleld from the 
Seleucid (Greek) general Seron on- 
wards, as admitted by Professor 
Avi-Yonah himself (pp.156 ff.) Ὁ 


A more basic contention of Avi- 
Yonah's also deserves more careful 
scrutiny than is generally accorded 
it. This is the statement wherein 
he echoes the dominant chorus to 
the effect that “the Hasaidim (early 
upholders of the Hasmonean revolt) 
almed only at the purification of 
the Temple and the restoration of 
worship there” (pp. 179-180). This 
premise taken for granted, moat 
atudents of the period then go on 
to draw the inevitable conclusions: 
once Jewish worship was reinatitut- 
ed and was agoin the benefictary 
of royal recoguition, the Hassidlm 
abandoned the fray — nay, even re- 
futed the need for any further 
armed opposition to foreign rulera 
— and withdrew into the daleth 
amoth of the halacha. 


No schism 


The ghost of this argument should 
have been finally and utterly laid 
by its vigorous rejection over a dec- 
ade ago. In a lecture delivered 
before the Israel Historloal Soolety, 
Yehoshua Hphron produced detailed 
evidence to show that not only waa 
there no schism between Judah and 
his followers and the Hassidim, but 
that the latter were in fact among 
the driving forces behind the revolt 
and its continuation well until the 
days of Yohanan Hyrcanua of the 
Hasmonean Une, decades after Ju- 
dah had fallen on the field of 
battle. 


In summing up, it is to be hoped 
that the Massada publishing house 
will give thought to the several 
major deficiencies indicated at the 
outset for its Hebrew edition.

"TWAS the night before Christ- 
mas — Deeember 24, 1972 to 
bo exact. Natan ‘Tal, a 2G-year- 
old mushavnik of Beit Herut in 
the Sharon, had gone to bed 
early. Towards midnighi, the si- 
lence was broken by an inter- 
mittent “beep” sound coming 
from the kitchen. In a matter 
of seconds Natan was out of 
bed, turning off the wireless set, 
before it woke up tlic family. 
He didn’t get back to his warm 
bed but dressed, and in a few 
minutes was on his way to the 
orany γόνα. 

Christmas Eve 1972 will bo re- 
membered by Isracli farmers as 
the start of the two-weck-plus 
Big Frost,” which brought dis- 
aster to Israel’s agriculture. The 
longest frost ever recorded in 
Tsracl, it was felt in nearly every 
one of the country’s hundreds of 
agricultural villages. 

It may surprise the layman to 
learn. that the frost did much 
moro harm to crops than this 
week’s heavy snowfall.

One man 
who did volunteer some informa- 
tion on the subject was the se- 
eretary of the Sharon moshav, 
Ahituv, Avraham Sulimani. Ahi- 
ἐὼν is an Israeli success story: 
in five years, the settlers — 
who came originally from Iraq 
and Iran in 1960 — have in- 
creased the area of vegetables 
under plastic from five dunams to 
over 2,000 dunams. 

Mr. Sulimani claims that the 
farmer clears a profit of about 
1L400 to IL700 per dunam for 
vegetables under low sleeve- 
like plastic tunnels. The earnings 
jump to 115,600 per dunam on 
the higher greenhouse type con- 
struction. 

What are the average annual 
earnings of the 100 moshavnike 
of Ahituv? Mr. Sulimani reluc- 
tantly gave the figure of 
1L12,000, When I suggested that 
this was hardly consistent with 
the beautiful villas and the abun- 
dance of automobiles and farm 
machinery I could gee, he con- 
ceded that there were a few 
members. — not more than five 
to 10 per cent, he was quick 
to add — whose earnings might 
reach between 1L80,000 and

Mr. Jacob Lomas, director of the 
Agricultural Division at the Me- 
teorological Service, had some- 
thing to say about this: 

“The expansion of tropical and 
gub-tropical fruit, vegetable and 
flower production during the 
winter season required the de- 
tailed mapping of frost hazards. 
We have been doing extensive 
agro-meteorological surveys on 
this since 19 These surveys 
have been completed in the 
northern and central parts of Is- 
roel, and we are now engaged 
in mapping the southern part of 
the country," 

Mr. Lomas’ division is carry- 
ing out research into the econo- 
mics of different methods of 
frost protection such as_ Irriga- 
tion, various methods of heat- 
ing, wind machines and plastic 
covers.

Another climatic factor that 
limits agricultural production is 
the association of high winds 
with a considerable concentra- 
tion of salt near the coast and 
sand in the more arid parts of 
the country.

A their American counterpart can also be found in Jerusalem and 
scattered through other parts of Iarael. Judging from this reporter's 
minimal contact with people in the group there are around twenty 
young Amerioan and English people, of both Jewish and non-Jewish 
origins, who have become “belevers” and have come to Jerusalem 
fo “bear tottness” to their religious ewperiences. 


Much i the same vein as the California “Jews for Jesus,’ those 
here expect to find Israel with its many students and visitors in 
seaarch of meaningful experiences as fertile ground for thelr evangel- 
atic work, So they talk to people in the strects, they pase out 
pamphieta in colloquial Hebrew to young Jews in the Old Olty, they 
invite people to join them in their prayer meotinges.
